The government 
states in its bill that when the Stand- 
ard Oil trust was declared illegal by 
the Supreme Court of Ohio, and the 
tmaandate ordering the dissolution, so 
far as the State is concerned, was is- 
sued, the company made a pretense 
of obeying the order of the court, and 
really ignored it. 

Proceedings against the Stan ard 
Of! in the Ohio courts were brought 
by D. K. Watson, of Columbus, then 
Attorney-General. He wished, after his 


first success, to throw the affairs of the 


company into the hands of a receiver 
and virtually force it out of business. 
The Standard Oil's officers urged that 
no such step be taken, and asked for 
a decree which would compel dissolu- 
tion of the combination within the 
State and restoration of the stock in 
the subsidiary companies to the orig-

“So long as Theodore Roosevelt is 
President, I am not having the slight- 
est reason to believe he has changed 
his policy. toward Cuba; I do not be- 
lieve the petition for a protectorate 
can prosper; still less, if good order, 
confidence and prosperity are restored. 
Those conditions being evidenced, and 
they are now, there Is no need of ob- 
taining them by means of a protec- 
torate.

Claim an Extra Bullet Hole 
a Bearing. 


Friends Assert -They Have 


Good Evidence. 
Friends of “Big John” Vusich, 


king of the Slav colony, who was shot 
and killed in his “blind pig” on San 
Fernando street, retained Attorney 
Earl Rogers yesterday to prosecute 
the two police officers who killed him. 

The Slavs are directing their bitter- 
ness not only at Patrolman Amman, 
who actually fired the shot, but at 
Patroiman Pursell, who was with Am- 
man at the time. 

They—the Slavs—claim to be in pos- 
session of important evidence not pro- 
duced or mentioned at the Coroner's 
inquest, which exonerated the officers.

Two hundred thousand dollars for 
the erection of the following new 
buildings at the County el: A 
kitchen, an administration ullding, 
two new ward buildings. 

Sixty thousand dollars for the erec- 
tion of a Juvenile Detention Home and 
the purchase of land upon which to 
place it.

But 
there are others, even more convinc- 
ing. The aged forecaster declares that 
experienced farmers, whose bunions 
and chin whiskers have marched be- 
hind a pair of plow handles for some 
fifty years, more or less, “have ob- 
served with a knowing look that toad- 
stools on old logs have wrinkles, and 
when this last happenéd the winter 
was so cold that the boots of the farm- 
ers turned up at the toes like skates, 
and the bark split on the north side of 
beech trees.”’ 

To these unerring signs and portents 
in the Keystone State, the talented 
seer of our New Orleans contemporary 
adds some other signs of which he 
has taken cognizance, and which he 
guarant not to fail “We are not 
disposed to doubt,” he says, “that the 
Pennsylvania seer knows exactly what 
he is talking about, but we regret 
that he does not mention several other 

unfailing signs of an extremely rigor- 
ous winter. The wrinkles on the toad- 
stool is a pretty sure sign, but all 
doubt as to the character of the winter 
that is coming is removed when two 
distinet curls are seen in the tail of the 
October ‘possum, and on moonlight 
nights rabbits are heard drumming on 
hollow logs with their hind feet and 
spitting the juice of mullen weed be- 
tween their teeth.” The New Orleans 
prophet declares, positively, that 
“when these things happen, and the 
skin of a very black negro looks ashy, 
it is time to see that the coal bin is 
filled and to rake the family clothes 
chest for heavy socks and flannels.” 

Although California is not subject 
to rigorous cold, some of our so-called 
winters are colder than others, and 
we have not failed to take note of cer- 
tain signs ourselyes. We can easily 
perceive that it is going to be an un- 
usually cold wimter from the fact that 
the crop of tourists is larger and 
more thickly clothed than usual, and 
they began leaning to the West much 
earlier in the sedson than heretofore. 
Not a few local observers have dis- 
covered, on starlit nights when the air 
was still, that there is a trace of 
blood on the lunar disc. This may 
not be an unfailing sign in Pennsy!- 
vania, nor yet in New Orleans, but 
the California moon is different, and 
we have never known this sign to fail 
here. Old residents say (and their 
word is corroborated by many tender- 
feet) that the fall colony of fleas have 
laid in a larger stock of provisions this 
year than heretofore. We cannot 
vouch for this, but we presume the 
wicked but provident flea knows where 
is at and what he is doing. 

It is stated further, that the hum- 
ming birds are picking up waste 
chunks of coal about the railway 
yards; that ground squirrels and 
gophers are migrating toward the 
South; that horned toads may distinct- 
ly be heard guashing their teeth as 
they sit singing in the treetops; that 


later than in ordinary seasons; that 
black cats are looking white under the 
eves, and are staying out nights later 
than is their custom. 

These sig@ms are known to presage, 
with almost infallible certainty, In 


California, the coming of a winter at 


least seven degrees cooler than the 
average.

“I do not ot. to be drawn 
into a political controversy, 
but I will simply say, as to the 
attack yow being made on Dr.
